to arrange for the aliens’ evacua- 


tion. 

Adoption of the plan was hailed in 
official quarters as a great poten- 
tial factor for European peace. 

Britain, France, Italy and Ger- 
many paid to the committee £12,500 
(962500) each to get the work 

started. 

Great Britain will send a 70-page 
document detailing the project for 
withdrawing volunteers from Spain 
to both Spanish factions with the 
request for urgent consideration. 

Reports reaching London from 
Burgos, Franco’s capital, said he 
was prepared to accept the plan 
unconditionally on receiving it.

The buying tumult faded as 
losses of $1 to $3 or more supplant- 
ed minor initial gains. Transac- 
tions in the five-hour session, ap- 
proximating 1,700,000 shares, were 
only moderately ahead of the’ total 
in the two-hour market Saturday. 

Losses were small, however, by 
comparison with gains of $5 to $25 
a share run up by many issues 
on the-June rise. 

Demand slackened in the raw ma- 
terial markets also as stocks lost 
headway. Cotton dropped 40 to 50 
cents a bale. Wheat at Chicago lost 
2% to 2% cents a bushel. Most oth- 
er commodities were lower. 

Copper shares recouped most of 
their earlier declines before the 
finish on announcemént of a fur- 
ther boost of % of 4 cent in the 
price of the red metal for domestic 
delivery.

517 persons died in the nation yes- 
terday celebrating Independence 
day, but only four sf the deaths 
were caused by fireworks. Auto- 
mobile accidents claimed 256 lives, 
half of the entire death toll.

Rulings in St. Louis County Pro- 
bate Court against A. Frank Howe, 
inventor, in his effort to establish 
his $4,000,000 claim against the 35, 
733,000 estate of Mrs. Minnie Morey 
Howard, were upheld on appeal to- 
day by Circuit Judge John J. 
Wolfe. 

Probate Judge A. Evan. Hughes, 
in April, sustained a motion of 
Clarence H, Howard Jr., executor 
of his mother’s estate, to strike out 
a motion filed by Howe, containing 
his claim against the estate. Judge 
Hughes overruled a motion of 
Howe’s counsel that a partial dis- 
tribution order, giving $1,065,000 of 
the estate’s assets to Howard, be 
set aside; he overruled also & mo- 
tion for removal of Howard as ex- 
ecutor. n 

An appeal to the Circuit Court 
followed, and Judge Wolfe today 
upheld each of the rulings of Judge 
Hughes. He gave no written opin- 
ion. Joseph T. Davis, counsel for 
Howe, said Judge Wolfe’s rulings 
would be appealed to the State Su- 
preme Court. 

Mrs. Howard was the widow, and 
Executor Howard is the son, of the 
late Clarence H. Howard, head of 
the old Commonwealth Steel Co. 
Howe obtained a Federal Court 
judgment at Springfield, Tl, in 
1930, for an accounting for patent 
rights used by the n ea 
Steel, which was sold in 1929 to 
General Steel Castings Corporation. 

The amount due to Howe — 
the stockholders of Commonwealth 
Steel has not been determined, but 
Howe estimates it as high as $5,- 
500,000, and has sought, on the basis 
of the stockholdings in Mrs. How- 
ard’s estate, to hold the estate liable 
to the extent of $4,000,000. 


FRENCHMAN SHOT ON OWN SOIL 
BY ITALIAN FRONTIER GUARDS 


With Companion, He Crosses. Line 
Inadvertently; Chased Back. 
and Shot, Report to Paris; 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, July 5.—The Government 
ordered today immediate inquiry 
mito the wounding of a French- 
man by Italian frontier guards 
which occurred, according to 
French reports, inside French ter- 
ritory on Monday. 

The Frenchman, Jean de Laytre, 
interne in a Paris hospital, was 
wounded seriously in the abdomen 
when he and another French civil- 
ian were fired on along the border 
near Abries, 75 miles east of Gre- 
noble. The Foreign Office declined 
comment until it received results 
of the investigation. 

The two Frenchmen, according 
to accounts from Abries, were walk- 
ing in the mountains and inad- 
vertently crossed into Italian terri- 
tory. They were fired on immedi- 
ately and pursued across the line. 
De Laytre was wounded after he 
had crossed 250 yards into France, 
the Abries report said. He is in a 
hospital in the town of Gap.

Alabama Governor Acts in Case of 
Only One of Four Convicted 
Given Extreme Penalty.

POLITICAL BROADCASTING 
eg REGULATIONS LAID’ DOWN 


Stations Need Not Grant Use to 
Candidates but Must Treat All 
Entries Alike. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Chair- 
man Frank R. MeNinch an- 
nounced today the Federal Com- 
munications Commission had adopt- 
ed rules governing political broad 
casting. He said the commission 
“hopes and believes“ the rules 
would be helpful to broadcasting 
stations and candidates alike. 

No station will be required, Mc- 
Ninch said, to permit the use of 
its facilities by any candidate for 
office, but if it permits one can- 
didate to do so it must give equal 
opportunity to all candidates for 
the same office, “provided that 
such licensee shall have no power 
of censorship’ over the material 
broadcast by, any such candidate.” 

Rates, if any, charged political 
candidates must be uniform with 
no rebates of any kind, the chair- 
man added.

Gilbert was held in custody on 
suspicion of murder after first 
denying he had seen Mrs. Colom- 
bos, or her bartender husband, 
George, the day she died, 
Gilbert said Mrs: Colombos suf- 
fered a series of fainting spells 
after lifting a 150-pound day bed 
off the floor. 
“Did Marie Colombos believe that 
you could use any talent which you 
might possess to aid her in prema- 
ture delivery of her child?” Gilbert 
was asked by a policeman. 
“That was never discussed. I 
didn’t have time to discuss it,” 
Gilbert replied. Gilbert figured in 
a so-called “painless birth case” 
here several weeks ago, and said 
that “ever since that case was re- 
ported as more or less a success, 
women have been calling me, be- 
lieving that I have a certain talent 
which would make delivery an easy 
matter,” he said, : 
“Mrs. Colombos lifted the day 
bed and let it down twice,” he 
continued. “I walked toward the 
kitchen and as I did so I heard a 
noise, when I looked around she 
was on the floor and it looked like 
she had fainted.” 
Artificial. respiration efforts 
proved futile, he said, and he left 
the house, climbing out a rear win. 
dow, to look for Colombos. 
realized that I was in another 
man’s home and it wouldbe rather 
difficult to explain why I was there 
and why I called a doctor,” Gilbert 
said.

GERMAN MILITARY EXPERTS 
START HOME FROM HANKOW 


Von Falkenhausen and 28 Aids End 
9-Year Association With 
Chinese Army.

HANKOW, July 5.—The German 
General, Baron Alexander von Fal- 
kenhausen, and 28 of his assistants 
left Hankow for home today, end- 
ing a nine-year period of German 
military association with Gen. Chi- 
ang Kai-shek’s army. 

Prior to the Chinese-Japanese 
war, successive German military 
experts helped Gen. Chiang stand- 
ardize equipment, promoted mili- 
tary training and acted as general 
advisers in building a modern fight- 
ing force. 

Despite the link between Berlin 
and Tokio in a pact against Com- 
munism, the German advisers re- 
mained with Chiang through the 
first year of the conflict with 
Japan. Only Berlin’s reported ur- 
gent recall instructions were said 
to have led Von Falkenhausen to 
ask for release from his contract.

learned today. 

The resignation will be acted on 
t a meeting of the board of direc- 
ors tomorrow. At his architect's of- 

fice in the Arcade building, Spearl 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter: Be- 
cause of the press of business, I 
have asked Mr. Johnson to relieve 
me.” Oscar Johnson, president of the 
Symphony Society, is a close friend 
of Spearl. 

It is known that some members 
of the executive committee and of 
the board of directors have been 
dissatisfied with the rigid economy 
policy which Spearl has sought to 
introduce. Last April he announced 
that members of the orchestra 
would be asked to take a 5 per cent 
pay cut. Although it was later stat- 
ed that the cut would not be put 
into effect, it.is known that some 
musicians signed contracts at a 
lower figure. 

' Favored Reduced Budget. 

It was Spearl’s announced policy 
to cut expenses of the orchestra as 
low as possible and thus reduce the 
amount of gifts which must an- 
nually be sought in the main- 
tenance fund campaign. In a let- 
ter in which he stated that the 
musicians’ pay cut would not be 
put into effect, Spear! said: 

“The orchestra will be main- 
tained during the coming season, 
not only at the highest musical 
standard, but at what is unques- 
tionably the lowest budget’ of any 
comparable organization.” 

The orchestra's budget for the 
coming season is $267,000, as com- 
pared with $287,000 for the season 
which closed in March. Spearl had 
said he hoped to cut expenses stih 
more in order to reduce a $40,000 
deficit.

BOTH ROUTES TO 
GOAL DIFFICULT 


Observers Expect Drive Up 
River Througl; Strong 
Defenses Will Be Avoid- 
ed and Roundabout Way 
Chosen. ;

SHANGHAI, July 5.—The Jap- 
anese army, which in a year’s fight- 
ing has crashed its way 450 miles 
up the Yangtze River into the heart 
of China, established positions to- 
day for another major effort to 
reach Hankow, provisional capital 
of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Government. 

The Japanese command an- 
mounced today the capture of Hu- 
kow, 160 miles from the capital 
and a principal berrier to the Jap- 
anese advance.

The Japanese have gone 70 miles 
up the Yangtze since the fall of 
Anking three weeks ago, although 
most of their fleet sill is below 
Matowchen, 25 miles down stream 
from Hukow, where Chinese estab- 
lished a protective boom of sunken 
junks. ~ 


An overland offensiv around 
Lake Poyang would ‘permit Jap- 
anese to attack Nanchang from the 
rear, while by crossing the lake 
they could approach the city from 
the front. The water route, how- 
ever, is extremely difficult, with 
narrow passages and numerous 
islands, some of them with heavy 
defenses. . 

By land from Kiukiang the Jap- 
anese would face an 30-mile drive 
along the railway to Nanchang, and 
that route, too, presents severe ob- 
stacles with two mountain ranges 
and numerous streams to cross. Sec- 
tions of the railway itself also are 
torn up. . 

Mopping Up at Hwalan. 

Japanese announced that mop- 
ping up operations were under way 
at Hwaian in North Kjangsu Prov- 
ince, where Chinese who fled 
Suchow in May were eatrenched.

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President Asks in Letter to 
Study Group for Report as 
Basis of Economic Planning 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt asked a group of 
Southerners today to begin a sur- 
vey of methods to improve South- 
ern economic conditions, which he 
described as “the nation’s No. 1 
economic problem.” 

“We have an economic unbalance 
in the nation as a whole, due to 
this very condition of the South,“ 
he said in a letter to those at a 
meeting called by the National 
Economic Council. : 

“It is an unbalance that can and 
must be righted, for the sake of 
the South and the nation. 

“No purpose is closer to my heart 
at this moment than that which 
caused me to call you to Washing- 
ton. 

“That purpose is to obtain a 
statement—or, perhaps, I should 
say a restatement as of today—of 
the economic conditions of the 
South, a picture of the South in re- 
lation to the rest of the country, 
in order that we may do something 
about it: in order that we may not 
only carry forward the work that 
has been begun toward the reha- 
bilitation of the South, but that the 
program of such work may be ex- 
panded in th. directions that this 
new presentation shall indicate.” 

Lowell C. Mellett, NEC director, 
supplied delegates with Government 
data on economic resourees, soils, 
water, population, taxable wealth, 
education and health.

as read by Counselor Mitchell 
to the Court today, was as fol- 
lows: 


“Dear Kurt: 

J have received your letter, 
which makes it even more dif- 
ficult to say what I have to say. 
Now that I have had time to 
think things over, I feel more 
strongly than before that your 
attitude after last year, and 
especially during the last few 
weeks, has made it impossible 
for me to go on living with you. 

J don’t want in this letter to 
go into details and gecrimina- 
tions which must be hurtful to 
both of us. We have had all 
that out already. Rather, I want 
to say I hope you are well and 
that I want you to have a happy 
life just as I wanted for my- 
self. 

“Together, this is impossible, 
as I realize now.

BY GRAND JURY 


Waste of Money in Grant- 
ing of Repair Contracts, 
and Loose Bookkeeping 
Methods Charged. 


The East St. Louis School Board 
was criticised for waste of money 
in the granting of repair contracts 
and for “loose methods” in book- 
keeping in a report made by the 
St. Clair County grand jury today 
to Provisional Circuit Judge L. Pot- 
ter Harriss. : 

No indictments were returned by 
the fury, but it recommended that 
the evidence it had gathered be pre- 
served and turned over the Sep- 
tember grand jury for further in- 
vestigation. In making this rec- 
ommendation, it reported that the 
School Board’s statements which 
it examined “were so indefinite and 
vague as to afford neither the 
School Board nor this jury suffi- 
‘cient information for intelligent ac- 
tion.” 

One Firm Got Most Jobs.“ 

The jury’s scrutiny was princi- 
pally directed at the repair con- 
tracts granted between May, 1937, 
and June, 1938. During this period, 
it found, the School Board had 
awarded contracts totaling $135,799 
and “most of them went to one 
contractor without competitive bid- 
ding.” 

Samuel. W. Moore, secretary of 
the board, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the contractor who did 
the repair work was George Barnes, 
4526 Caseyville avenue, East St. 
Louis. 

Instances cited by the jury which 
led it to conclude that there was 
“definite waste of funds” were as 
follows: 

The contractor received 38199 
for repair work done at the Clark 
Junior High School, damaged in a 
storm last spring, but the jury de- 
termined the total actual cost of 
the work, as done by sub-contrac- 
tors, was only $4621. 

For the installation of 29 half- 
window screens and four screen 
doors at a school, the contractor 
received $620. 

The contractor charged $48 for 
the installation of 15 panes of 
glass, which the jury thought 
was excessive. 

Committee’s Double Duty. 

As to the work done at the Clark 
School, the jury found that mem- 
bers of the board’s insurance com- 
mittee “had contended vigorously 
with the insurance adjustors for a 
liberal settlement and then, as mem- 
bers of the building committee, di- 
rected the supervisor of buildings 
to employ the usual contractor to 
make the repairs for the exact sum 
received from the insurance com- 
pany.” 

Russell Beebe and J. C. Nichols 
are members of both committees. 
They were not named in the report, 
but the jury commented that “while 
all of the loss was sustained by the 
insurance company, it is to be re- 
gretted that the members of the 
building committee did not dis- 
play the same zeal in driving a 
shrewd bargain with the contractor 
that they displayed as members of 
the insurance committee in deal- 
ing with the insurance adjusters.” 


Part of Job Not Shown in Bill. 


The jury also pointed out that 
the contractor charged the board 
$151 for repairing the roof at the 
Park School, but that the sub-con- 
tractor who did the work only 
charged $37.50. The explanation of- 
fered, the jury said, was that the 
contractor also did some work on 
the cornice, but it found that his 
Oed to the board did not mention 
Investigating the charge that the 
contractor bought supplies from 
the Schaub Hardware Co., of which 
Herbert W. Giessing, a board mem- 
ber, is secretary-treasurer, the jury 
found that the contractor had paid 
the firm money. If this was for 
supplies, it said, it was a violation 
of the law forbidding board mem- 
bers to furnish materials for con- 
tracts on which they vote. 


Criticism of Bookkeeping. 


As to the loose records kept by 
the board, the jury said it “was 
not impressed by the explanation 
that the itemizing of accounts 
would require a lot of extra book- 
keeping. The attaching of a deal- 
er’s invoice to the bill of the con- 
tractor would require the use of a 
clip and not a bookkeeper.”

Stanley's flight duplicated one 
made Sunday by a German, Peter 
Riedel, but Riedel’s mark did not 
count as he is not an American 
citizen. 

Another long flight was made by 
Chester Decker, Glen Rock, N. J., 
who landed at Nova, Md., after a 
trip of 173 miles. 

Several pilots, including Emil 
Lehecka, Long Island City, who 
leads the American field for meet 


honors, set out on “goal” hopé. In 


such flights the pilots do not at- 
tempt to make long trips but name 
a destination point and try to 
maneuver their craft on favorable 
winds to reach it. Lehecka set Har- 
risburg, Pa., as his goal and landed 
there after a 130-mile trip.

Other Islands Occupied in 1933. 

In July, 1933, France occupied 
seven previously ownerless islands 
some 500 miles southeast of the 
Paracels between Palawan, one of 
the Philippine Islands, and Indo- 
China. 


Japan protested on the basis that 
a Japanese fertilizer company had 
collected phosphates there several 
years previously and thereby had 
established Japan's interest. At 
that time the French Foreign Of- 
fice promised to respect Japan's in- 
terests in the islets, chief of which 
were Tempest and Thitu. That group 
also was considered to have value 
as bases for seaplanes and small 
naval craft. 

The 1933 occupation was under- 
taken only after consultation with 
the United States—interested be- 
cause of the nearness of the Philip- 
pines. French officials said then 
Washington’s informal approval 
had been obtained.

Survivor of Rio Grande Expedition 
Found; One Drowned.

Hunt, 58 years old, of Denver, was 
found safe yesterday at a sheep 
camp to which he walked in bare 
feet after E. R. Wakefield, 58, his 
companion in an expedition down 
the Rio Grande, was drowned when 
their boat capsized. Wakefield lived 
in Denver. 

Brought to Antonito, Colo., from 
the camp, Hunt insisted on start- 
ing back at once to the point where 
the boat was wrecked on a rock 
in the Rio Grande’s steep canon. 

A short time after Hunt left 
Antonito, officers announced a pre- 
vious report that Wakefield’s body 
had been found was erroneous. 
Two planes took part in the 
search for Hunt. A National Guard 
plane was ordered to the scene by 
Gov. Teller Ammons of Colorado 
and the Denver & Rio Grande Wes- 
tern Railroad, for whom Hunt is 
superintendent of telegraph, char- 
tered a plane at Alamosa, 

Wakefield was superintendent of 
equipment for the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. 

Two ditchriders who saw the boat 
smash against a rock said Wake- 
field was thrown from the craft 
and disappeared in the roaring 
water. 

Hunt and Wakefield had intended 
to wind up their river voyage at 
Albuquerque, N. M. They told 
newspaper men before they left 
they believed no one ever had made 
the journey. 


DR. OTTC BAUER, AUSTRIAN 
SOCIALIST, DIES IN EXILE 


Former Foreign Minister Ousted 
From Country by Late Chan- 
cellor Dollfuss.

PARIS, July 5.—Dr. Otto Bauer, 
one of the leaders in the 1934 
Austrian Socialist “revolt” and For- 
eign Minster in the first Socialist 
Government of post-war Austria, 
died yesterday as an exile in his 
Paris home, 

Dr. Bauer, who was 587 years old, 
represented Austria at the World 
War Peace Conference and served 
on the Austrian National Council 
until 1934 when the late Chancel- 
lor Engelbert Dollfuss exiled him 
and deprived him of his citizenship, 
with many other active Socialists. 

The exile followed the bloody con- 
flict of 1934, when the Dollfuss 
administration bombarded Socialist 
apartments in Vienna. 


MAN SAID TO CONFESS KILLING 
WIFE, KISSING HER 48 SHE DIED 


Husband Held at Seattle, Wash., 
Quoted as Saying Crime Fol- 
lowed Family Quarrel. 

SEATTLE, Wash., July &..— A 
husband who police said . fatally 
bludgeoned his socially prominent 
wife and then heeded her dying re- 
quest for a farewell kiss was held 
today for action by the District At- 
torney. 

The killing, the victim of which 
was Mrs. Emily Zigler Butte, 58 
years old, widely known in San 
‘Francisco and Indianapolis social 
circles, ended a romance which 
once resulted in a $100,000 aliena- 
tion of affection suit. 

Charles Felix Butte, 58, once 
wealthy engineer and contractor, 
was held on an open charge after 
Detective Capt. Ernest Yoris quot- 
ed him as admitting he killed the 
woman, his second wife, as the cli- 
max to a family quarrel Friday.

COLUMBUS, O., July 5.—The new 
relief legislation, passed at the spe- 
cial session of the Ohio Legislature 
and awaiting the Governor’s signa- 
ture, will give most of the counties | 


of the State more funds than they 
need for the care of the needy. 

About a dozen counties, including 
such industrial cities as Cleveland, 
Toledo and Akron, have a serious 
relief problem. Another dozen need 
funds but on a small scale. The rest 
can handle their relizf rolls with- 
out aid this year and some of them 
have enough money to care for their 
needy three to five - <years at the 
present rate. 

Yet all 88 counties: ‘will share in 
relief funds made available in the 
special session last week, distribu- 


their constituents and there the 
matter ends. 

The new relief program provides 
for distribution an a basis designed 
to provide the larger counttes with 
a slightly higher proportion of the 
total revenues, 

The new distribution formula is 
made up of three factors: ‘popula- 
tion of the county, its reai estate 
tax duplicate, and the municipal tax 
dupilcates within the county. 

Cuyahoga County  (Cleyeland), 
where relief needs are most acute; 
will receive 23 per cent af total 
revenues under the new formula 
agajnst 20 per cent under the old.

Lenglen was a sar 
when she was 13 years old. Her 
father told the story of her rise in 
the sport. | 

When she was young she was 
frail and delicate. Her father 
wanted to develop her physique, 
first thought of swimming. but then 
remembered that he had been a 
tennis player in his youth, He be- 
gan to give her lessons. 

One day, when the girl was 13, 
she was entered in an. interclub 
tournament between Nice and Bor- 
dighera. She won everything. 

Seven years later she won her 
first English championship in 1919. 
Then began a string of French 
singles victories that stretched from 
1920 to 1926, skipping 1924. It was 
in one of the French finals that 
she beat Helen Wills. 

Try for U. S. Championship. 

Her first attempt to win the 
American championship in 1921 was 
her last, and it failed when she col- 
lapsed in a second round match 
against Mrs. Molla Bjurstedt Mal- 
lory 

Then she joined Pyle’s profession- 
al troupe, which included Mary K. 
Browne, one of the United States’ 
best woman tennis players. Miss 
Browne, a recent visitor to St. 
Louis, said she considered Mlle. 
Lenglen the greatest woman player 
of all time. 

“Mrs. Moody might have beaten 
Mile. Lenglen had ‘Suzanne con- 
tinued. in. the amateur game long- 
er,” Miss. Browne ‘said. “Mrs. 
Moody hits a harder ball than any 
other woman player but Mile. Leng- 
len’s artistry placed her in a class 
alone, in subtlety of play. She was 
a most difficult opponent for she 
never returned twice to the same 
place and always kept her oppo- 
nent guessing.” 

After Mlle. Lenglen’s tour of the 
United States in 1926, during which 
she appeared in St. Louis, she 
played in England and on the Con- 
tinent in 1927, but in September, 
1928, she announced her retirement 
from further competition. 

During her professional tour of 
America, it was fairly well estab- 
lished that she got a $50,000 guar- 
antee from Pyle and royalties from 
advertisements using her name, 
She Once Snubbed Queen Mary. 
Mile. Lenglen once snubbed 
Queen ‘Mary of England. It hap- 
pened at Wimbledon where the 
tennis star refused to play one 
day when the Queen had made 
a special trip there to see her. A 
few days later Mlle. Lenglen said 
she had had rheumatism that day, 
but the British were slow to for- 
give. 

In 1930 there was a rumor afloat 
that she was broke. At any rate 
she went to work in a Paria shop 
as a saleswoman.

MEXICAN CURRENCY DECLINES 


Peso Exchanged by Central Bank 
at 5 to 1 ga Dollar.

MEXICO, D. F., July 5.—The 
peso slipped to five to one against 
the dollar yesterday for the first 
time since the weeks immediately 
following the Government’s expro- 
priation of the foreign-owned oil 
industry. 

The National Bank ‘of Mexico 
sold dollars at that rate and bought 
at the rate of 4.90 pesos to the 
dollar. The National City bank 
quoted 4.98 for selling and 4.92 for 
buying. The rates at the Banco de 
Commercio were 4.97 and 4.95.

An answer to the National Labor 
Relations Board complaint against 
the Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co., 
containing a general denial to 
charges that the firm engaged in 
unfair labor practices in its plant 


at Crystal City, Mo., was filed by 
the company ‘today with the re- 
gional Labor Board office. A 
hearing on the complaint has been 
set for July 18 in city hall at Cfys- 
tal City. 

The company denied that it in- 
‘tiated and fostered activities on 
the part of citizens and public of- 
ficials in Crystal City and nearby 
Festus against attempts of the CIO 
to organize workmen or that it 
dominated and contributed finan-.

TORONTO, July 5 Economie 
co-operation is the only method, 
short of warfare, by which the 
democratic nations can prevent 
universal domination by. dictator 
countries, William E. Dodd, former 
United States Ambassador to Ger- 
many, told more than 12,000 here 
last night. 

He said that steady extension 
of the power of the dictatorships, 
openly and subversively, put dem- 
ocracy today in the greatest dan- 
ger it had been in before Napo- 
leon was defeated by the British. 
He spoke to an anti-Fascist rally 
in Maple Leaf Gardens. 

“Why can’t we in the United 
States and Canada co-operate to 
strengthen one another and bring 
all influence possible to bear on 
Britain and France to do likewise?”

Text of Governor’s Telegram. 

The text of the telegram sent 
to the Senator follows: 

“Last summer at French Lick I 
discussed the philosophy of demo- 
cratic government. 

“Unfortunately and because of a 


combination of circumstances, I 


was accused of being a dictator 
and of trying to read you out of 
the Democratic party. 

“As I am a Democrat in actior 
as well as in theory, I am now 
inviting you to become a candidate 
for United States Senator at the 
convention July 12, and so far as 
I am concerned, you will find it a 
wide-open convention.”

Civil Liberties Union Surveys 
Conditions—Blacklists Hague 
and Jersey City.

NEW YORK, July 5.—The in- 
tervention of the National Labor 


Relations Board and five similar 
state boards greatly reduced the 
use of “force, violence, espionage 
and intimidation against labor,” the 
American Civil Liberties Union re- 
ported yesterday in its eighteenth 
annual survey. 

“The National Labor Relations 
Act is in substance a civil liberties 
document,” the report said. “How 
fair the administration of the act 
has béen is- demonstrated by the 
Supreme Court’s support of the 
board’s action in every case which 
has come before it and in the 
almost unanimous support of the 
board’s orders by the Circuit Courts 
of Appeal. ge 

“While resistance to the act and 
its administration is widespread, 
it reflects obviously only a minority 
of employers who command avenues 
of propaganda out of all propor- 
tion to their size.” 

The union found more interfer- 
ence with the civil rights of Ger- 
man-American Nazis than with 
Communists. : 

In a Civil Liberties “blacklist,” 
the organization gave first place to 
Jersey City, N. J., “where repres- 
sion is so continuous as to clearly 
stand out ovér others.” ‘The city, 
said the report, is “dominated by 
the political machine of Mayor 
Frank Hague in the interest of’ 
open shop business.” \ 

Next on the blacklist was Harlan 
County, Ky., “for its long reign 
of terror against unionization of the 
local miners.”

After 1940, we shall still have the poor- 
houses, the number of pensioners will rise to 112,000 
and the bill will be about $27,000,000 annually. 
Unless the pension system is reformed by that 
time, the sales tax will not only be a permanent bur- 
den, but will have to be increased. 
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DR. PUTNAM RETIRES. 

The retirement of Dr. Herbert Putnam, librarian 
of the Library of Congress, to the post of “librarian 
emeritus,” under a bill which President Roosevelt 
has signed, will close a career of notable public 
service. For while Dr. Putnam has not sat in the 
legislative branch or on the bench or in an admin- 
istrative post in one of the executive departments, 
he ‘has, during the 39: years of his direction of the 
Library of Congress, made it one of the foremost 
service institutions in the country. Everyone who 
has called on the Library of Congress for informa- 
tion or help either by:mail or in Washington knows 
what a high level of efficiency it maintains. The 
country is indebted to Dr. Putnam for his services 
in general, and it owes him a special debt for his 
vigorous stand against political spoilsmen who would 
have raided the library staff. 
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A LITERARY SON OF CHARLES LAMB. 

Gay, whimsical E. V. Lucas, who died the other 
day at the age of 70 in his beloved London, will be 
sorely missed by those discriminating readers who 
are fond of the literary vehicle of Charles Lamb 
and Leigh Hunt and Hazlitt and De Quincey—the 
informal essay. Lucas won a world-wide repu- 
tation as a delightful traveler who knew how to 
report what he had seen and heard in familiar as 
well as out-of-the-way places. He had notable asso- 
ciates in the twentieth century’s revival of the essay 
as a thing of playfulness after the era of Matthew 
Arnold and Edmund Gosse, but there are many who 
placed him first. :

He was no: a periodic 
visitor to the United: States, as are many British 
men of letters, but he knew us better than we 
realized. When he came to choose an authentic 
American humorist to introduce to English readers, 
he selected the late Kin Hubbard, creator of the 
rarely delightful Abe:Martin. The Hoosier oracle- 
philosopher atop a Brawn County rail fence and the 
mellow friendly saunterer about London had much 
in common. 
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FOURTH OF JULY IN DENMARK.

depression. And this is not surprising when the 
facts are known. The smal] State appropriation and 
the dollar bills which pay the annual dues of the 
membership come back to Missouri and its people 
many fold. 
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A PAIR OF DISTINGUISHED SCIENTISTS. 

The prospective retirement of two distinguished 
scientists has been announced—Dr. Alexis Carrel of 
the Rockefeller Institute and Dr. John C. Merriam 
of the Carnegie Institute of Washington. Dr. Carrel, 
who was awarded the Nobel Prize for his investiga- 
tions in the field of physiology, is the more widely 
known of the two. His experiments in keeping alive 
isolated organs by means of the artificial heart have 
caught the national imagination, and he is the writer 
of a best-seller, “Man, the Unnnown,“ which sets 
forth his opinions about the body in a lively and 
entertaining way. 

Dr. Merriam’s work, while not so well known to 
the rank and file, gives him a notable place among 
the administrators of scientific institutions. The 
pioneering nebula discoveries of the Mount Wilson 
Observatory, the Carnegie Institution’s Central Amer- 
ican studies of the pre-Columbian civilization of 
the Maya race, its development of the knowledge 
of terrestrial magnetism, meteorology and wireless 
transmission—these and many other notable accom- 
plishments have been credited to the institution since 
Dr. Merriam became its head in 1921. 

Retirement in such cases is a formal term. Dr. 
Merriam will devote his full time to his own studies 
in paleontology, and it is safe to guess that Dr. Car- 
rel, while his plans are unannounced, will find 
plenty to keep him busy in his field of science. 
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AN EXCURSION IN HISTORY. 

Where precisely in Ford’s Theater was John Wilkes 
Booth when he uttered the famous words with which 
he announced his assassination of Lincoln? We had 
occasion to be definite about the point and turned 
naturally enough to Nicolay and Hay’s great biog- 
raphy. There we read that the deranged actor shout- 
ed, “Sic semper tyrannis!” on the stage just before 
his escape after shooting the President. To be 
certain, we decided te check this information with 
the report of William H. Herndon, Lincoln’s one- 
time law partner, only to find that what he 
said was, “Sic semper tyrannis The South is 
avenged,” and that he cried it out from the box 
before he leaped to the stage. With this disagree- 
ment before us, we decided to canvass the represent- 
ative | biographies. Emil Ludwig, we found, has 
the Latin phrase shouted as Booth arose from the 
fall to the stage which snapped his. ankle bone. 
Barton places him in the box when he speaks. 

Ida M. Tarbell, James Morgan and the two English 
biographers—Lord Charnwood and D. W, Brogan— 
have the assassin speak on the stage. Ernest Suther- 
land Bates, who wrote the article on. Booth for the 
Dictionary of American Biography, has him shouting 
in English as well as Latin as he leaped from 
the box. John B. Long’s “Life Story” of Lincoln gives 
no quotation, and neither does the book of one Fer- 
guson, entitled “I Saw Booth Shoot Lincoln.” The 
Daily National Intelligencer of Washington for the 
day after the assassination, we found, describes it 
thus: “....A man rushed to the front of the Presi- 
dent’s box, waving a long dagger in his right hand 
and exclaiming, ‘Sic seiner tyrannis!’ and immedi- 
ately leaped from the box to the stage. 

And with that we closed our search. Here is one 
of the great tragic m ts. of American history 
with which is associated one of the most famous of 
utterances, and yet precisely what was said and 
where it was said must remain in doubt, What an

Justice Shifts Into High 


Commonsense idea of a Detroit Judge for informal discussion of cases before trial 
is putting an end to law's delays in three cities; plan saves great amount of time 
and expense; many suits are settled or dropped as result of new procedure; writer 
urges other communities to adopt it and speed up their lagging court machinery.

N the old courthouse on Pemberton 
| square in Boston, there is a room with 

“Pre-Trial Session” neatly lettered on the 
door. Drop in there and you will find two 
lawyers at the bench, quietly conversing 
with the Judge. In about 10 minutes they 
will leave, and another pair of lawyers will 
step up. In that short time the Judgé and 
the lawyers have settled a lawsuit. 

Let me repeat that—the lawyers and the 
Judge/settled a lawsuit in 10 minutes. The 


sam thing is being done every day in De- 


troit and Los Angeles. Though not all law- 
suits in these cities are settled so quickly, 
a surprising percentage of them are, and 
the trial time of the remainder has been 
cut to a fraction of what was formerly re- 
quired. 

In any American community, the cong 
tion of court calendars, which for dee 
ades has been notorious, could likewise be 
ended, And that, to anyone interested in 
swift and equitable justice, is the biggest 
legal news of the century.

Six years ago, a Detroit Judge injected an 
element of common sense into courtroom 
procedure that had evaded five centuries 
of juridical thinking. Our courts, he rea- 
‘soned, are provided at great public expense 
for the administration of justice, not as 
stages for lawyérs’ forensics. A good Judge, 
he knew, can dispose of miore legal quibbling 
in five minutes of informal conversation 
than in a full day of rigid court procedure. 
Why not have a special Judge to clear out 
the legal underbrush, and call it a “pre- 
trial“? 

So, in 1932, Judge Joseph A. Moynihan in- 
augurated the pre-trial, The results have 
been amazing. Detroit courts up to then 
were as desperately clogged as most large 
city tribunals are today. It took four years 
for a law case to reach trial. Today law 
cases in Detroit are tried in less than 10 
months, and the courts are gaining. Pre- 
trial was instituted in Boston in 1935, when 
the courts were trying cases four and a half 
years old, Today, despite the terrific load of 
new litigation imposed by a State compul- 
sory automobile insurance law, the waiting 
time has been halved, and the courts are 
fast catching up. 

Despite the widespread suspicion of any- 
thing that smacks of “tampering” with tra- 
ditional Court procedure, the “pre-trial” has 
won adherents everywhere, for it not only 
preserves traditional rights and immunities 
but actually strengthens them. The Ameri- 
can Bar Association and American Judica- 


ture Society are enthusiastically behind it. 


An act of Congress puts it into effect in the 
Federal courts this year, and local courts 
everywhere are clamoring to know how it’s 
done. a A

Judge and, unless the jury is waived, a jury. 
But there is this important difference: . 


when they go to the trial court, the issues 
have already been clearly defined in pre- 
trial, and no others may be introduced. This 
means that trickery, surprise, lucky breaks 
and all other freaks which so frequently de- 
feat justice are out. The lawyer wins his 
case on its merits or he doesn't win it at 
all. And that is true justice. 
To what lawyers call the “lay” mind, it is 
difficult to understand how such a simple 
evice can be such an astdnishing time- 
ver. But the layman fails to realize the 
amount of pompous mummery that sur- 
rounds the simplest operation in traditional 
court procedure. Saving time means saving 
money, for it costs the taxpayers 3800 to 
keep one jury courtroom open for one day. 
Besides cutting trial time, the pre-trial 
eliminates much needless litigation entirely. 
Three embattled litigants recently brought 
a complicated three-cornered suit to pre-trial 
in Detroit. After hearing the story, the 
Judge pointed out that all any of them could 
gain by a prolonged court battle would be 
an empty moral victory, for none of the 
defendants had thé funds to make good a 
judgment! Apparently nome of them had 
thought of that, and the suit was dropped. 


Pre-trial also discourages that flourishing 
racket, the “nuisance value” suit, wherein 
the plaintiff brings suit on trifling grounds, 
knowing that his case would not stand up 
in court, but hoping the defendant pay 
him something to avoid the expense of a 
legal defense. Any experienced Judge can 
identify a nuisance suit in 60 seconds flat. 

Another advantage of pre-trial is the say- 
ing of expense to the litigants themselves. 
In a recent case, a witness, traveled from 
New York City to Ohio, at the expense of 
the plaintiff, to testify that a dead man had 
earned $6000 a year before he was killed— 


a fact which opposing counsel never even 
questioned! Waste of this kind is an every- 


day affair in the traditional court, and adds 


enormously to the costs of obtaining simple | 


justice.

HE summer camp for the young 
it's too bad there aren't some 
for the old—has become such 
a well established institution that 


routine of American life as the 
school in winter. 

As to the question whether it is 
“good” for the children, I don't 
think there can be any doubt about 
that. After all, we were not de- 
signed to live in houses. It was 
only after we got hairless and weak 
and lost all our natural protections 
that we sought shelter indoors. I 
agree that our superior mentality 
and ingenuity in ‘resigning protec- 
tion and heat, and the other appur- 
tenunces of indoors, have added to 
the length of human life and that 
we have better health and more 
comfort, especially in the feet, than 


the naked savage in the woods. 


The legend of the health of the 
primitive brute is very easy to ex- 
plode. 

But a stretch of outdoor life in 
the summer is swell for anybody’s 
health—mental, moral and physical. 
There is no country in the world 
so favored as North America for 
this sort of li European coun- 
tries are cold and rainy in the sum- 
mer or overcrowded, so that it is 
next to impossible to find a camp- 
ing site. We have limitless woods 
galore, lush with natural beauty. 

In sending boys and girls to 
camp, I advise the same prelimi- 
nary precautions as when they are 
going to school. Each one should 
be vaccinated against diphtheria, 
typhoid fever and small pox. In 
camp, typhoid fever is the most 
important because, although camp 
directors are very careful about 
their water and milk supply, slip- 
ups will occur, and individual pro- 
phylaxis is the safest way. 

The begin, er in camp will learn 
not only a great deal of woods 
lore but also hygienic lore—tfirst 
aid, emergency treatment, artificial 
respiration. 

We just had an example of the 
proficiency of the Boy Scout’s 
training when in my own city sev- 
eral persons were struck by light- 
ning on a golf course. Boy Scouts 
were in the crowd and immediately 
began carrying out artificial respi- 
ration by the approved prone pres- 
sure method. One man’s life was 
undoubtedly saved by their knowl- 
edge and promptness. 

Probably the best all round ex- 
ercise for all parts of the body is 
swimming, and all camps make a 
specialty of that. There is no bet- 
ter appetizer than open air, no bet- 
ter cure for insomnia than sleep- 
ing under the stars. Young peo- 
ple need neither appetizer nor hyp- 
notic, fortunately, but for their el- 
ders who are troubled that way, I 
recommend two weeks in the 
woods. 

Camp directors should see, how- 
ever, that the camp routine avoids 
undue fatigue.- School is a strenu- 
ous period and the camp should be 
a bui-‘der-upper.

MEXICO IN ANTICIPATIO 


This is the fourth of a series of 
articles on travel in Mexico. 


ods of traveling to Mexico at 

this time: by plane, boat and 
plane, boat and train, train and by 
automobile. Bus transportation is 
gradually improving throughout 
Mexico but is not at this time rec- 
ommended for other than short 
trips. Either of the first five 
methods of travel is safe, pleas- 
ant, dependable and economical. 


The air route to Mexico is via 
Brownsville, Tex., where connec- 
tions are made with the Pan-Amer- 
ican Airline to Mexico City. The 
planes follow the shore of the Gulf 
of Mexico through Tampico to Vera 
Cruz, where the pilot turns his ship 
at right angle and from sealevel 
lifts it to 10,000 feet so as to cross 
the high Cordilleras, then glides 
downward to land at Mexico City’s 
airport, one of the highest in the 
world, being 7334 feet above the 
level of the Gulf that was so re- 
cently left behind. 

Airplane travel is now possible to 
the leading cities of Central and 
South America from Mexico, and 
these Latin-American countries are 
becoming more and more airmind- 
ed. Plane travel is relatively cheap 
in the countries where the peso is 
the monetary unit due to the favor- 
able differential with relation to the 
dollar of the United States. The 
pilots on these airlines are, as a 
general rule, from the United

States, although the Mexican law

son. If your journey to Mexico 
is by air the officials of the line 
will handle all details connected 
with your entry and expedite the 
routine governmental matters nec- 
essary for entering the country. 

The combination of boat-and- 
plane travel is very popular with 
those visiting Mexico. Boats from 
New Orleans, New York and other 
ports discharge passengers at Vera 
Cruz or Tampico and from either 
place the air voyage is short and 
inexpensive. 

Many of those going to Mexico 
now take a boat to Vera Cruz and 
go by train to the capital. This 
route traverses the Cordilleras, leads 
through Orizaba, and is one of the 
most scenically delightful railroad 
trips in North America; the train 
winds its way sinuously through 
the deep mountain gorges, hangs 
precariously to the sheer. side of the 
canyons, crawls slowly along the 
rocky cliffs by the river banks, and 
at last sweeps triumphantly over 
the great divide which separates 
towering Popocatapetl from im- 
pressive Ixtaccihuatl, the two snow- 
diademed volcanoes that dominate 
the plateau district of Mexico.

The only procedure for traveling 
in Mexico by train is to go to a 
Mexican Consul in any of the va- 
rious larger cities throughout the 
United States and procure a tourist 
card, which costs $1.05 and is good 
for six months. Baggage will be 
examined by the customs authori- 
ties prior to your arrival at the 
border and the routine is very sim- 
ple. Regardless of how you go 
to Mexico there is no vaccination 
or health examination of any kind. 
If you have cameras or field glasses 
of foreign make, unusually large 
diamonds, or expensive furs, register 
them with the American customs 
office at Laredo, Tex., en route to 
prevent annoyance over duty 
charges on youf return. 

If your car is in good mechani- 
cal condition and you are an aver- 


age driver and will follow a few 


simple rules there is no more effort 
or danger in driving to and through 
Mexico than in your own neigh- 
borhood. The main highways 
through Mexico have equal facili- 
ties; for the motorist as have main- 
traveled routes in any country. 
There are modern gasoline stations 
with all conveniences every few 
miles, Good hotels and tourist 
courts are plentiful along the way. 
Coffee shops and dining rooms with 
good food and pure water are lo- 
cated at all the towns, and En- 
glish- speaking employes of the vari- 
ous establishments offer every pos- 
sible courtesy and the utmost con- 
sideration to the visitor. | 

Although the great Pan-Ameri- 
can highway was not entirely paved 
in 1937 during that year over 75, 
000 motorists drove their cars along 
all or a part of it. The degree to 
which a large percentage of these 
visitors enjoyed their sojourn, de- 
pended upon their having made 
proper preparations for the trip 
and learned at least the essentials 
of Mexican travel before crossing 
the border. 

One of the first questions usually 
asked is, “When is the best time 
to go to Mexico?” The answer to 
this is: sult your own convenience. 
The country as a whole is climat- 
ically pleasant the year ‘round. Un- 
less you are particularly interested 
in operas in the Palacio de Bellas 
Artes or in bullfights in the Plaza 
de Toros, there is no “season” in the 
capital, and outside of the City of 
Mexico even these two items need 
not concern you. 

On the central plateau region of 


Oaxaca or Puebla an assortment 
of light woolen clothes and a light 
topcoat is feasible. For the semi- 
tropic places such as Uruapan, Ma- 
zatlan or Acapulco linens and sport 
clothes will be needed. Riding togs 
and bathing suits will usually be 
found useful along the way. There 
are two items of dress that the 
menfolk had best not burden them- 
selves with on their Mexican jour- 
ney: straw hats and full dress 
clothes. The former will not be 
found useful and the latter will be 
of no use except on holiday or 
state occasions. 

No regulation passport is re- 
quired for a pleasure trip to Mex- 
ico, The only identification neces- 
sary is the “tourist card” for which 
no photograph is needed. This can 
be procured at any Mexican con- 
sulate; at the office of the A. A. A. 
or the Asociacion Mexicana Auto- 
movilistica in Laredo, Tex., if you 
are driving your car, or at the Mex- 
ican immigration office at the In- 
ternational Bridge when you cross 
the border. 

* * * 

OR your financial needs in Mex- 
— ico you can estimate your hotel 

bill at from 8 pesos for a single 
room, to 12 pesos for a double room, 
to as high as 15 pesos, single, or 25 
pesos, double, depending upon your 
individual wishes as to the class ac- 
commodations desired. Meals will 
average about 2 pesos each, The 
peso is 23 cents in United States 
money at the present rate of ex- 
change. Do not carry unusually 
large amounts of currency with 
you; take traveler’s checks, or bank 
letter of credit for your needs. 
These may be changed into Mexi- 
can money as needed. Hotels, banks 
or business houses throughout Mex- 
ico will gladly make the exchange 
at prevailing rates, which differs 
only a few centavos on the dollar 
throughout Mexico. 

Mexican money is in units of 5, 
10, 20 and. 50 centavos and the peso; 
and bills are in denominations of 
from 5 pesos upwards. The word 
centavo is the equivalent of our 
word cent and the peso is the unit 
corresponding to our dollar. To 
cash personal checks in Mexico 
some established business connec- 
tion to vouch for you is necessary 
and remember that personal checks 
are subject to exchange deduction 
in a foreign land. 

For your journey to Mexico carry 
along a supply of your favorite toi- 
let requisites; tooth paste, cold 
cream, razor blades, etc., are not 
always readily available except in 
Mexico City and duties may cause 
them to be higher in price. Tou 
may carry into Mexico anything 
necessary for your use, including an 
ample supply of your favorite cigar 
or cigarette. On your return from 
Mexico you may bring $100 worth 
of commodities purchased there for 
your own use or pleasure, with the 
exception of intoxicating liquors or 
certain works of art that are

EAR MRS. POST: In answer 

to someone who recently asked 

you whether the cellophane 
wrappers should be removed or 
left on lamp shades, you answered 
that it did not matter since this 
material was not inflammable. I 
thought you might like to know 
that I bought a lamp-shade recent. 
ly and found the following notice 
in the box with the shade when [ 
unpacked it. You might want to 
print this as a supplement to your 
first answer: “Important! Please re. 
move the cellophane wrapping’ from 
this shade as soon as you use it, 
Cellophane shrinks or stretches 
with changes in atmospheric condi- 
tions, and unless removed immedi- 
ately may damage the shade, for 
which we are not responsible.” 


Answer: I am very glad to print 
these directions because somebody 
might spoil a shade by leaving the 
wrapping on. On the other hand, 
I am rather surprised at these di- 
rections. because I have left cover- 
ings on four lamp-shades for over 
a year. Two of them are in my 
office in the city where the dust 
from the street is very great. The 
other two are accordion pleated 
and therefore likely to be ruined 
by dampness on a porch at the 
seashore. The covering is still on 
all of them and the shades are per- 
fectly clean and fresh. Maybe, how- 
ever, there are different kinds of 
cellophane since that name is given 
to all transparent wrapping ma- 
terial. Usually I should prefer take 
ing it off anyway! 

Dear Mrs. Post: Tou wrote some 
time ago that a corsage bouquet 
should be worn whichever way it 
looks the best. I thought you might 
be interested in my own experience 
last year. At the Florists’ Convention 
the main speaker said that he could 
not understand why most women 
spoiled the beauty of their corsages 
by pinning them upside down; they 
should be worn the way the flow- 
ers grow to get the most beauty 
out of them. A flower stem point- 
ing upward looks stiff and one 
would never think of putting flow- 
ers in a vase that way. He said 
men were not guilty of this because 
they usually put the flower into 
their lapel the way it grows. I will 
confess I always wore mine the 
stems and ribbon up, but in the 
past year I have worn them the 
way the flower grows and really 
it makes them look so much larger 
and more beautiful. 


Answer: I agree with you that 
flowers look better with faces look- 
ing up or outward, Many years ago, 
flowers were always pinned at the 
belt, or several inches higher up. 
Lately they have been pinned 
against the shoulder. All three po- 
sitions are proper.

H subjects and the school says 
next term. He can attend summer 
school and make these subjects 
up. He seems lazy all the time 


and cries when we scold him, and 


says he is doing the best he can. 
But he failed. Should we make 
him go to summer school, 
what?” ; 

This is an adolescent boy who 
has grown inches in six months 


up in his growth. When children 
grow as fast as this—one of our 
boys in school is six feet, one; 
weighs 160 pounds and is not yet 
14—they have to have time out to 
catch up. They cannot grow as fast 
as this and stand well in all their 
subjects. They need plenty of food, 
sleep, rest and peace, 

Many boys fail, and girls too, at 
this stage of their growth. The 
junior high schools have many 
such. Among them are occasional 
pupils who manage to carry on, but 
most of them slow up and have to 
be given extra time. Compelling 
these children to attend summer 
sessions to make up work is not 
always the best thing for their 
health.

If they 
can rest and feel relieved of the 
pressure of work, they are likely 
to go back to school ready to take 
on extra work and do it well. If 
they are held in school all summer, 
or coached, they are not rested and 
they are not likely to do better 
work. 

We need to be more than care- 
ful about these fast-growing chil- 
dren. People look at them and, 
unconsciously, class them with 
older children and expect more 
from them than they can give. “A 
big boy like that; a big girl like her 
—why, such a child ought to be 
doing much more.” Usually they 
are doing too much as it is. The 
early teens cannot support severe 
strain, and too often that is what 
they are asked to do. 


These children need a lot of 
sleep. One of the things they like 
to do is to sit up as late as pos- 
sible and sleep late in the morning. 
That won't do, either. Their bed- 
time should be early, and it should 
be set at about 9 o’clock. They 
must get up in the morning by the 
clock, about 7. They need this 
strict routine for the sake of their 
bodies and minds. Regularity is 
the secret of success with the pre- 
adolescent, and it will work well 
with those of the later stage, too. 


These children are irritable be- 

cause they are tired. We cannot 
prevent them from getting tired. 
They tire easily because their 
growth is unseasoned. But we 
can try to routine their day so 
as to prevent them from being 
overtired. That will lessen the 
irritability. A set program re- 
duces friction as well as fatigue 
and helps maintain peace in the 
family. 
Tears and tempers, smiles and 
high spirits, swift changes of tem- 
per and mood are characteristic, 
Béar with them, spare them when 
possible, and wait until this phase 
passes. It is as hard on the chil- 
dren as on anybody else.

Chair Comfort

fellows, the chances are you have 


E the men in your family are big 
chair complaint. Thats’ our of fi- 


cial name for that common house- 
hold ailment—chairs that come 
apart or fall down completely. 

Here are a few preventives and 
remedies: 

Buy stout chairs to begin with. 
The dainty uumbers and the bar- 
gains are not for you. Hard wood 
is, of course, the first requirement, 
Generally, you'll find that chairs 
with a continuous post from the 
floor to the top of the back are 
stronger than chairs with separate 
back legs. And the front legs 
should be a continuous post from 
floor to top of seat —not just dow- 
oled into the bottom of seat. In- 
tricately carved chair backs, such 
as lyre backs, are stronger if made 
of a laminated piece of wood in- 
stead of a solid piece for longest 
wear. And Veneer if well made is 
better than a poorly made piece of 
solid wood. And, of course, joints 
should be doweled instead of nailed. 
The finish should have no rough 
surface to the touch and joinings 
should be almost invisible. 

Tilting back in chairs is hard on 
them of course. But if stopping 
that involves nagging and threat- 
ens the happiness of home and 
hearth, better let that pass. Just 
make a point to have the chair
